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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by KOENIG 
2003/0080622. 

KOENIG discloses an uninterruptible power supply for the backup of AC-power 
which converts an AC power source into DC power with an AC/DC converter (106) and 
stores an extra electric energy into an energy storage device (116), and at a power 
interruption, converts a DC input from the energy storage device into an AC power with 
a DC/AC inverter (108) and supplies the AC power to an output load, wherein the 
energy storage device is an electric double layer capacitor (paragraph 0017). 

Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by GILBERT et 
al. 6,487,096. 

GILBERT et al. discloses an uninterruptible power supply for the backup of AC- 
power which converts an AC power source into DC power with an AC/DC converter (14) 
and stores an extra electric energy into an energy storage device (20), and at a power 
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interruption, converts a DC input from the energy storage device into an AC power with 
a DC/AC inverter (16) and supplies the AC power to an output load, wherein the energy 
storage device is a ultra capacitor (electric double layer capacitor, col. 4, line 13). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
KOENIG 2003/0080622. 

KOENIG discloses the uninterruptible power supply as set forth in claim 1 . 
KOENIG discloses wherein the generator is a DC boost for the uninterruptible power 
supply. KOENIG is silent as to the ratio of the boost. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of this invention to have merely the right circuit 
parameters to have set the boost ration to any desired level. 
KOENIG teaches boosting the charging voltage without the use of a transformer. 
KOENIG is silent as to the amount of backup time the energy from the energy storage 
device can supply. It is obvious that the backup time is dependent on the energy 
storage capacity and the load. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of this invention to have merely selected the energy storage device to 
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have the supply of storage energy required to supply a given load the stored energy for 
the required time needed.
